It was not a happy season for Sydney Olympic this year, what with an early change of their 
coach then the loss of its star striker Chris Kalantzis... 
Raskopoulos felt that the loss of Kalantzis as well as their very poor physical preparation 
under Milan Lukic were the main obstacles to success. 
Rumours have persisted lately about a rift between Eddie Thompson, Olympic’s coach, and 
the Olympic midfielder. Raskopoulos was unhappy about being replaced in a recent match and 
openly showed his displeasure. 


“Is there any truth in the rumours that all is not well between Rasko and Eddie? 


“First of all 


let me stress that | was one of those players and officials who was keen to have Eddie at 
Olympic. | have a lot of respect for the man. 
“ He is if not the best then certainly amongst the best in Australia and his past results speak 
for themselves. However, we all get a little unhappy at times and react the way we shouldn’t. 
“| have definite ideas about the system one team or another employs and if need be I'll make 


my point clear. 


“At no stage will | attempt to exercise the role of ‘know-all’ and will follow and respect my 
coach and his ideas. Being outspoken should not be treated as disrespectful,” affirmed 


Raskopoulos. 
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THE FOCUS on the game is surely the NSL 
Grand Final series, which Soccer needs as the 
wind-up to a long season. 

It is a great credit to the leading clubs, their 
players and coaches that they have held form 
in many cases from January to almost 
November. 


Melbourne can point to the grand final 
series becoming largely a Sydney affair, what 
with four of the five qualifiers being NSW 
clubs. 


The difficulties of the end of season series 
were highlighted in these columns previously 
but they have been offset to a degree by 
playing the Beach Fashions Cup final in two 
legs and Preston receiving the minor semi- 
final game in Melbourne. 


Whilst Preston claims difficulty in holding 
form right to the end, it seems that APIA- 
Leichhardt, St George, Marconi and Sydney 
Croatia could have their own successful for- 
mulas. 


That is not to denigrate Preston in any way - 
their second half championship run is one of 
the most remarkable sagas in the annals of 
the League. 


Inevitably however, there are off the field 
matters that have crept in to end of season 
affairs and it would be counter-productive and 
indeed cowardly to sweep them under the 
carpet. 


It seems certain, inspite of all the criticism, 
that the NSL will continue. There is expertise 
in the NSL that is not so evident in state 
Federations, who, unless they changed struc- 
ture, are forced to attend to too many prob- 
lems in the minor leagues. 


The best structure that this newspaper can 
envisage is two 10 team leagues playing three 
rounds, although there is food for thought in 
two eight team competitions with four rounds 
that has been suggested. 


There was something peculiar in the 
structuring for the one 1987 league. 

And indeed it is very strange to instance 
Wollongong, Canberra and Blacktown as 
clubs relegated in 1987 with some sort of 
odium attaching to their abilities. 


These clubs, had they been in the Southern 
Division, might well have made the grade, and 
Melita Eagles could also be added. 


Brisbane Lions also deserved to be in- 
cluded. 

Any Australian league that leaves these 
clubs out must be questioned in that respect. 

The NSL needs Canberra, Blacktown, Melita 
Eagles and Brisbane Lions even more than 
they need the League. 


Add to that Adelaide Hellas and Perth, if a 
financial deal could be done to make it possi- 
ble for them to play in a Southern Division. 

The biggest point for Soccer’s progress is 
to have planned major competitions, as is the 
case in all major Australian sports. 


It doesn’t matter what is done overseas, 
there isn’t the depth and stability in Australia 
to carry promotion and relegation at top level. 

Other sports are passingsoccer in public 
standing, as some people try to kill off such 
moneyspinners as the grand final system and 
so on. 


If more of the West End sponsorship went 
into the promotion and the airfares account of 
some $400,000 was reduced, then there would 
be a big gain. 


One league taking in Melbourne and Ade- 
laide and another for Sydney, Brisbane, Can- 
petra Wollongong (and later Newcastle) is 
vital. 


There should be no problem to West End 
Brewery as sponsors. Their limited market 
exposure under the present Sydney-Melbou- 
tne-Adelaide set-up would be greatly ex- 
panded to their advantage. 
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THE RALE RASIC VIEWPOINT 


THE coaching profession has its ups and downs, but one leading coach that I 
have been close to for a long time is Marconi’s Roberto Vieri. 


Like so many fans, | 
admired his super 
footballing ability, and 
that's where it all began. 

This year, all expecta- 
tions were focussed on 
Marconi — they were 
potentially No.1.

THE words came out slowly and deliberately, Rale Rasic had paused for just a few 
seconds. But, he knew what he was about to say and he knew that it would

SAINTS NEED TO IMPROVE

ST GEORGE did it again when they defeated Preston 2-1 in the preliminary semi-

Rubbish rained in from 
the crowd on the lines- 
man and the referee as 
stadium security guards 
raced across to the far 
side of the pitch to protect 
the officials. 


Reeves ordered both 
teams from the pitch till 
Police arrived. 

Scott Ollerenshaw, St 
George's teenage red- 
haired striker, was his 
team’s hero nailing both 


goals and just missing out 
on a hat-trick. 


Preston however 
should have taken the 
lead as early as in the 
eighth minute when cen- 
tre-back Steve Jackson 
miscued his point-blank 
shot following a corner 
from the right. 


Jackson again 
threatened in the 22nd 
minute, rifling his power- 
ful header just wide of the 
St George left post. 

But it was Saints that 
opened the “innings’’ just 
three minutes before 
“‘drinks"’ when 
Ollerenshaw crashed his 
header into Preston's net 
after meeting a perfect 
Pedro Ricoy corner whip- 
ped in from the left. 


The 66th minute saw 
Preston balance the 
books as striker George 
Slifkas gained posses- 
sion on an angle on the 
left inside the box. With 
the ball bouncing, Slifkas 
headed over the top of 
the advanced St George 
goalkeeper, Mike Gibson. 


The 73rd minute 
almost saw Preston 
break ahead as dynamic 
midfielder John Stewart 
slung in a cross from the 
right to the first post, but 
Smith's glancing header 
whistled inches outside 
the “‘leg-stump”’. 

Nine minutes before 
“stumps” Saints sealed 
the match when 
Ollerenshaw scored his 
second by volleying in a 
crashing shot from a 
cross cracked in from the 
right flank by classy mid- 
fielder Alan Pottier.

BROGAN PRAISES 
SAUDI ARABIANS 


ANYONE who believed Saudi Arabia had 
been included in the BiCentennial Gold 
Cup competition with Australia, Argentina 
and Brazil just to make up the numbers was 
in for a shock, ACT director of coaching 
Mark Brogan said. 

“The speed of tactical development of nations like 
the Saudis and Nigeria is phenomenal and they are 
already moving to the point where they feel it is un- 


-necessary to continue to import overseas coaches,” 


he said. 

Brogan has just returned from a three month over- 
seas study tour during which he attended the World 
Under 16 championships in Canada and was an obser- 
ver at English Football Association-run courses for 
international preliminary and diploma coaching certifi- 
cates. 

“It was interesting to note that Australia’s group in 
the World championships also contained Brazil, 
France and Saudi Arabia,” he said. “Of these Brazil 
was the only team that failed to score and was elimin- 
ated first up. . 

“In the past the argument has been that the poor 
standard of senior domestic competition in the de- 
veloping nations negates any advantage they may gain 
at junior level, but the Saudis literally have the rsources 
to ‘import’ a top quality national league by recruiting 
players from overseas.” 

Saudis made up almost 15 per cent of the enrolment 
in the English coaching courses he attended. “This is 
the way they are going now — sending their own 
people to learn at the highest possible level so they can 
come back and adapt that knowledge to their own 
special conditions. 

He also noted the trend towards Schools of Excell- 
ence for young players in England. “There are now 
more than 100, with every first division side having 
one,” he said. “In many ways we were ahead of 
them in this development when we set up the ACT 
Academy of Soccer in 1981.” 

Brogan will now submit a report on the ACT's youth 
programs and prepare further papers on coaching and 
player development.

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PREVENTION OF INJURIES 


THIS week we will cover prevention of injuries and what immediate steps to take if 


a player does get injured. 


By ARTHUR MANNING 


Coaches or managers 
on every team from under 
seven years to NISI 
whether men or women 
should make one primary 
rule — no-one touches a 
ball until they have gone 
through a warm-up and 
stretching routine. 

There will always be 
the player that states he 
or she has been playing 
for years and never 
warms up or if they do, 
the warm up lasts for ab- 
out 30 seconds (how 
many times have you 
seen this) and they have 
never had an injury due to 
not warming up and 
stretching, eg torn ham- 
string or pulled calf 
muscles. 

One day their number 
is going to come up. 

Coaches should en- 
deavour to have a basic 


_ knowledge of a warming 


up routine. Start with light 
jogging. 

If your team is training 
indoors alternate jogging 
from one lap in one direc- 
tion, turn around and jog 
in the opposite direction 
etc, or vary by jogging fi- 
gures of eight. When the 
team has finished jogging 
start static stretches, eg 


calf, hamstrings, thighs, 


inner thighs, lower back, 
shoulders etc. 

Do not do any ballistic 
or bouncing stretches as 
with these you cannot 
control the amount of 
stretch and in turn cause 


“an injury. 


PAIN 


Do each stretch and 
hold for 10-20 seconds

but remember always use 
pain as a guide, stretch 
each muscle until you feel 
the muscle pulling tight 
and hold. 


If you see a player next 
to you and they seem to 
be able to stretch twice as 
far as you, don’t try and 
match them as they may 
be more felxible and you 
might cause yourself an 
injury in doing so. 

Never let anybody 
push you into a stretch 
where their pushing may 
go further than your 
flexibility allows — work 
within your own limits. 

After stretches have 
been completed start with 
light jogging again and 
then alternate to a side- 
stepping jog, jogging 
backwards, raising knees 
to touch hands, raising 
heels to touch hands, 
bending down and 
touching ground with left 
hand then a jump while 
reaching in the air with 
right hand and vice versa, 
lifting feet inside while 
jogging and touching with 
hands. 


JOGGING 


Then while jogging in- 
corporate a few quick 
sprints. 

Then have a rest for a 
minute or two, have a 
drink of water and then 
you are ready for a game 
or training with greatly re- 
duced risk of muscle tear. 

Coaches, keep an eye 
on your players while 
they go through their 
warm-up routine and look 
for injuries that a player 
may be trying to disguise 
so as not to miss out on a 
game because the injury

may get worse and keep 
them out of more games 
than if they had rested 
and had the correct treat- 
ment for their injury. 

Remember that the 
onus is on the coach or 
trainer to ensure safe 
training practices and 
minimise risk of injury. 

Players, the same goes 
for you that if you cannot 
get through the warm up 
routine then you possibly 
will not get through train- 
ing or a game. 


If you have an injury, let 
your coach know and re- 
ceive the proper treat- 
ment. Do not go to a local 
doctor but go to a sports 
medicine clinic where 
they are familiar with 
sport related injuries, 
treatment and rehabilia- 
tion. 

These services can be 
claimed from your health 
fund the same as doctors. 


IMMEDIATE CARE OF 
AN INJURY: When an in- 
jury occurs the immediate 
thing to do is R.I.C.E. 

R — REST: stop activ- 
ity to the injured player. 

1 — ICE: apply ice ta 
the injured area. Do no 
apply ice directly on to the 
skin as this will result in 
ice burns. Have ice in a 
plastic bag and apply 
over cloth or towelling. 
Apply for 20 minutes on, 
three-quarters to one 
hour off. Maintain this for 
up to 48 hours. Do not 
apply massage, heat or 
heat cream rubs on an 
acute injury as this will in- 
crease blood flow and de- 
lay healing period. 

Cc — COMPRESSION: 
apply a stretch compress-

ion bandage to the in- 
jured area as this helps 
minimise swelling. 


E — ELEVATION: ele- 
vate injured limb, eg ank- 
le, above the level of the 
heart as this also mini- 
mises swelling because if 
the injured player is sit- 
ting in a chair with their 
foot on the floor, blood 
will drain to the injured 
area due to damage to 
blood vessels and gravity 
and thus create swelling 
and prolong healing.

FRANK Farina’s tremendous final round hat-trick against Sydney 
Croatia not only clinched this season’s leading scorer award with 


16 goals. 


It also made the Soc- 
ceroo striker the 
youngest ever player in 
National League history 
to win such an honour. 

The climax to Farina’s 
year long duel with 
APIA’s Rod Brown was 
just as tight and exciting 
as the battle for semi-final 
positions and the fierce 
tussle against relegation. 

After trailing the APIA 
and former Marconi strik- 
er throughout the whole 
season, Farina struck six 
times in his last five 
matches to pip Brown on 
the post and enter his 
name in the record 
books. 


Having just turned 23 
last month, Farina is a

He was one of the few 
players in the team that 
coach Roberto Vieri could 
rely on to maintain any 
sort of consistency. 
“Frank is on of the

all his success,” Vieri 
commented after Farina’s 
hat-trick at Croatia. 

Captain Tony Hender- 
son was quick to add his 
congratulations to his 
team mate: “Without 
doubt, one of the most 
professional players | 
have every played with”. 

As for Farina himself, 
he is more than happy 
with the way things have 
gone for him since his 
move to Fairfield. He has 
no intention of moving on. 

The last Marconi player 
to top the goalscoring 
charts was Mark Jank- 
ovics. 

Fans at Bossley Park 
are keeping their fingers 
crossed that his replace- 
ment will provide the 
same amount of service 
to the club that Jankovics 
gave for nine seasons. 

If he does, Farina 
stands a good chance of 
surpassing Jankovics’ 
magnificent record which 
always looked unlikely to 
be beaten. 

That's certainly a long 
way down the track but in 
the meantime, Marconi 
are in the happy position 
of replacing one 
goalscoring machine with 
another — and one who 
is just as deadly.

ONE of the most impor- 
tant features in a 
coaches’ development 


is to obtain feedback | 


from your work in the 
season. Often it is diffi- 
cult to obtain objective 
criticism and a coach 
must develop the skill 
of self analysis. 

At the senior level the 
ultimate feedback is the 
number of points won in 
the season. However, 
wise administrators will 
equate the number of 
points with the quality of 
the playing staff or quality 
of opposition. 

However at senior level 
a coach could perform 
self-evaluation under the 
following areas. 


1 KNOWLEDGE 

Did you attempt to up- 
date your knowledge this 
season? Did you attend a 
coaching course, read a 
quality book, go to watch 
another coach work. Did 
you have meaningful con- 
versations with senior 
players or other coaches. 
Did you ever think that you 
could not learn any
